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HOW  COME? 

Part  II 
By  LEON  C.  RIDDICK 

There  are  a  few  concerned  persons  in  the  General 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  who  are 
indeed  apprehensive  about  the  trends  after  one 
hundred  years.  Instead  of  working  towards  a  more 
unified  convention  and  a  unifying  of  our  economic 
resources,  we  are  becoming  more  fragmented  each 
year.  We  have  sought  changes  in  the  socio-economic 
structure  of  our  society,  but  are  reluctant  to  make 
the  needed  changes  in  our  ecclesiastical  organiza- 
tions. I  have  heard  for  many  years  the  almost  tear- 
ful plea,  "I'm  for  the  cause,"  or  "I'm  for  the  good 
of  the  convention;"  but,  after  the  Centennial  Cele- 
bration last  year,  I  have  my  doubts.  When  we  had 
finished  looking  out  for  ourselves  and  our  friends 
and  seeing  who  got  on  the  program,  at  all  costs,  we 
had  less  than  $600.00  for  the  objectives  of  the  con- 
vention out  of  more  than  $15,000.00  (fifteen  thou- 
sand) taken  in.  The  truth  is,  fifteen  thousand  dol- 
lars was  no  money  for  a  Convention  Centennial  such 
as  ours,  but  some  convention  leaders  thought  that 
we  had  done  very  well  three  months  prior  to  the 
observance. 

There  is  no  doubt  about  the  fact  that  our  con- 
vention needs  a  camp  site,  but  there  is  no  logical 
reason  why  this  should  be  the  objective  of  an 
auxiliary  rather  than  the  convention  and  its  auxil- 
iaries, The  call  has  already  gone  out,  according  to 
reports  from  the  women  of  our  congregation,  for 
twenty  thousand  dollars  for  the  camp.  It  seems  to 
me  that  the  proper  thing  to  do  in  the  development 
of  a  camp  would  be  to  appoint  a  committee  who 
would  confer  with  officials  and  experts  of  the  State 
and  National  Camping  Associations,  study  the  suit- 
ability of  the  area,  the  feasibility  of  developing  the 
site  and  the  approximate  cost  of  the  project.  One 
thing  is  certain,  twenty  thousand  dollars  will  not 
develop  a  camp  site,  but  the  way  it  is  being  ap- 
proached could  well  wreck  what  little  solidarity  we 
have  in  the  support  of  our  missionary  and  educa- 
tional objectives. 

When  Jesus  came  on  the  scene,  John  the  Baptist 
said,  "I  must  decrease  that  he  might  increase." 
What  our  convention  really  needs  is  humility  on  the 
part  of  some  of  our  leaders  that  would  permit  them 
to  decrease  that  the  work  of  the  Lord,  through  the 
convention,  might  increase.  There  is  too  much  pro- 
motion of  self,  too  much  exalting  of  auxiliaries  in- 
stead of  the  convention,  and  too  much  time  wasted 
and  money  spent  on  annual  meetings.  "How  Come?" 

It  seems  to  me  that  we  should  really  get  together, 
change  the  time  of  our  annual  meeting,  if  necessary, 


and  let  the  convention  and  all  its  auxiliaries  meet 
at  the  same  time  and  place.  Also,  it  makes  no  sense 
to  have  our  churches  send  delegates  four  times  dur- 
ing the  year  to  separate  conventions  when  all  could 
meet  at  one  time.  It  is  too  expensive  for  the  auxil- 
iaries to  bring  speakers  and  song  leaders  from  out 
of  the  state,  costing  three  and  four  hundred  dollars, 
when  these  persons  could  serve  all  the  constituents 
of  the  convention  rather  than  a  segment  of  it.  The 
interest  in  this  matter  is  not  always  for  the  edifica- 
tion of  the  Saints,  but  the  glorification  of  the  local 
leaders,  to  build  up  their  national  image,  to  assuage 
their  egos  at  the  expense  of  the  churches.  We  need 
to  cease  lifting  up  our  names  and  start  lifting  up  a 
name  that  is  above  every  church — Jesus  Christ,  our 
Lord. 

From  the  local  associations  to  the  State  Conven- 
tion, some  re-organization  and  restructuring  are  in 
order.  In  the  County  of  Mecklenburg,  City  of  Char- 
lotte, there  are  three  separate  associations  and  each 
has  only  a  handful  of  delegates  in  their  annual  ses- 
sions. We  need  to  combine  our  resources  and  knowl- 
edge, property,  etc.,  and  have  one  association  that 
will  strengthen  the  home  base  and  thereby  strength- 
en our  support  to  the  state  and  national  objectives. 
These  three  associations  have  all  of  the  needless 
appendages,  auxiliaries  that  are  asking  for  money, 
most  of  which  goes  to  pay  the  officers.  Then  there 
are  unions  and  county  organizations  asking  for 
money  for  missions  and  Christian  Education,  and 
many  of  these  are  as  out  of  date  as  a  Model  T  Ford. 

"How  Come"  we  can't  see  the  wisdom  of  eliminat- 
ing some  of  the  negatives  and  accentuating  a  few 
positives?  "How  Come"  some  of  these  associations 
within  our  state  with  anywhere  from  one  to  six 
churches  do  not  go  out  of  existence  and  become  a 
part  of  the  larger  associations  in  the  area?  "How 
Come"  big  corporations  are  merging  for  effective- 
ness and  economy,  while  our  churches  and  associa- 
tions are  reluctant  to  merge  when  it  is  obviously 
economically  feasible?  "How  Come"  we  continue, 
in  the  Name  of  the  Living  Christ,  to  hold  on  to  dead 
ecclesiastical  bodies  and  waste  money  and  time  on 
perpetuating  our  schisms? 

It  is  also  a  sad  commentary  on  our  Christian  wit- 
nessing and  commitment  when  we  connive  and 
scheme  for  associational  or  district  representation 
on  the  various  boards  of  the  convention  as  a  con- 
dition for  our  support  of  its  objectives.  I  have  never 
heard  anyone  stand  on  the  floor  of  any  convention 
and  say.  "Christ  is  not  represented  here."  but  "My 
association,"  or  "My  district,"  or  "My  union,"  is 
not  represented.  We  spend  so  much  time  looking  out 
for  our  cronies,  to  see  to  it  that  they  get  a  seat  of 
responsibility  and  honor,  (sometimes  without  their 
being  honorable  or  responsible)  that  we  have  about 
crowded  Christ  out  of  our  deliberations  and  plan- 
ning altogether. 
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We  are  now  engaged  in  rewriting  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Convention,  in  an  effort  to  have  one 
that  will  serve  the  whole  body,  rather  than  one  for 
each  auxiliary.  However,  it  seems  that  we  are  more 
in  need  of  new  people,  people  who  have  been  made 
new  by  the  Spirit  of  God.  No  changing  of  the  consti- 
tution will  really  be  effective  as  long  as  we  have  the 
same  people  in  office  who  are  tied  to  the  past.  There 
is  no  need  for  us  to  waste  "new  wine  in  old  wine 
skins." 

Finally,  we  need  to  reconsider  the  mission  of  the 
church  and  the  role  of  the  local  congregation  in 
carrying  it  out.  There  are  too  many  small  struggling 
congregations  trying  to  build  houses  of  worship, 
costing  from  fifty  thousand  in  the  rural  areas  to 
five  hundred  thousand  in  the  cities.  This  makes  no 
sense  at  all,  when  some  of  these  congregations 
could  unite  and  erect  one  building  that  would  serve 
two  or  three  congregations.  The  Kingdom  of  God 
will  never  come  because  of  our  piling  up  of  brick, 
stone  and  mortar,  but  rather  by  changed  men  and 
women  who  go  out  and  lift  their  fellowmen  out  of 
their  quagmires  of  degradation,  illiteracy,  poverty, 
disease  and  despair.  We  are  contributing  to  poverty 
when  we  are  tied  up  with  mortgage  payments  on 
church  houses  for  fifteen  or  twenty  years,  and 
many  of  the  members  of  churches  from  whom  we 
expect  the  money  are  in  the  poverty  bracket.  The 
average  church  that  builds,  or  has  a  big  mortgage 
gives  almost  nothing  to  mission  and  Christian  edu- 
cation. There  are  a  few  glaring  exceptions  in  the 
state  of  North  Carolina,  but  these  are  too  few. 

One  thing  is  certain,  we  don't  need  structures 
costing  thousands  of  dollars  to  stand  empty  six 
days  a  week,  waiting  for  the  Saints  to  come  for 
about  four  hours  on  Sunday  to  praise  the  Lord  with 
their  lips,  but  deny  Him  by  their  lack  of  involve- 
ment, outreach,  and  redemptive  witnessing  in  their 
daily  encounters. 

When  this  nation  shall  have  been  brought  to  her 
knees,  and  a  nuclear  holocaust  shall  have  buried 
our  cities  and  countryside,  succeeding  generations, 
who  dig  from  the  ruins  our  massive  structures  of 
worship  with  their  stained  glass  windows  and  stain- 
less steel  kitchens,  structures  designed  to  save  men, 
to  save  humanity,  the  question  might  well  be  asked 
— "How  Come?"
